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Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 12, line 2, there is no antecedent basis in the claim for "battery jars". 
Likewise, line 3, there is no antecedent basis in the claim for "battery jackets". The only 
preceding recitation in claim 12 is "battery assembly" appearing in line 1; however, this 
is insufficient antecedent. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 12-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bator, Jr. et al. 6482541 in view of Williams et al. 

Bator, Jr. et al. teaches the battery rack assembly claimed absent the cover of 
the receptacle positioned exteriorly of the open end of the receptacle (jacket). Williams 
teaches a cover 28 positioned exteriorly of the receptacle for the purpose of labeling the 
contents of individual receptacles. To substitute the bars 98 or 96 of Bator, Jr. et al. 
with covers as taught by Williams for the purpose of labeling individual battery 
receptacles would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention. 

Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but are considered moot 
in view of the new grounds of rejection. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
